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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the 
prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention 
was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability 
shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as. being unpatentable over 
Murthy et al. (US 6,797,556) in view of Murthy et al. (US 6,605.498). 

Regarding claim 1, Murthy et al. (556) discloses a method comprising: 

forming a metal oxide semiconductor field effect transistor having a deposited 
source/drain (318) that extends under the edges of a gate electrode. See Fig. 14 and 
col.8 lines 23-45. 

Murthy et al (556) does not explicitly teach that the deposition method for forming 
the source/drain region is a epitaxially deposition. 

Murthy et al. (498) discloses a method comprising forming source/drain region by 
epitaxially deposition method. See col. 6 lines 45-50. 
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It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to form the 
source/drain region by epitaxially deposition method as taught by Murthy et al. (498) into 
Murthy et al. (556) so that the source/drain region has the same spacing as the spacing 
of the substrate. See Murthy et 'al. 9498) col,1 lines 25-35, 

Regarding claim 2, as shown in Murthy et al. (5560's Fig,2 and Fig. 14, the method 
including forming a source/drain extension that extends under the edges of a gate 
electrode. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 3-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: above 
combination appears to be the closest prior art reference. However, this combination 
fails to teach the following: a sacrificial epitaxially deposited material over a substrate 
and forming a gate electrodxe over said epitaxially deposited layer (claim 3); forming a 
delta doped transistor (claim 12). Prior art of record fails to teach or suggest to 
incorporate these limitations into above references to arrive at the claimed device.
